These gentlemen have made high 
claims for themselves.

‘FALED TO FIND OUT 
HOW HE GOT POISOM 


Inquest on Body of B. Repert 
Reach Verdict of Death by 


Opium 


“We are of the opinion that B, Ru- 
pert came to his death in the Queen's 
Hotel on January 16th from the ef 
fects of opium, administered either by 
himself or some party or parties un- 
known; and we condemn the action 
of the hotel officials or employees in 
opening the door of the room where 
he died after it was locked and sealed 


by the police.” 

This was the verdict of Coroner 
Braithwaite’s Jury last night at the 
inquest on the body of Ib. Rupert, who 


was found dead in the Queen's Hotel. 
The only new evidence adduced was 
that of a former drug clerk at Cran- 
brook, B.C., who said deceased was 
addicted to the use of drugs. 

An effort had been made to secure 
the evidence of a man named Owens, 


said to be a friend of deceased. Owens, 
it was stated, was one of a party of 
three men who asked the bell-boy to 


go to Rupert and ask him to come 
and have a drink, The bell-boy went 
and found Rupert dead. While the 


bell-boy was going for assistance, It 
is alleged that Owens entered the 
room, and when the bell-boy return- 
ed he found Owens there, and the 
body in a different position. A sub- 
poena was served on Owens, but the 
coroner stated that the man left for 


Calgary. A warrant was sent to the 
latter city, but had not been executed, 
the police not being able to find him, 

George Gouldsbury, one of the jur- 
ors, caused some commotion in court 
after the verdict had been handed to 
the coroner, by announcing that he 
did not altogether agree with it. He 
said if the case had been properly 
worked up the jury would have had 
the benefit of additional evidence. He 
would like to know, for instance, who 
furnished the drugs to deceased. He 
thought some of those who had given 
evidence were responsible. 

The Coroner: You can't get them to 
incriminate themselves; you can sign 


this verdict and make a minority re- 
port if you like. 
Gouldsbury: I don't think it is 


worth while.
